ward peace despite increased dis- 
orders at scattered points. 


LETTERS HELPED. 


It was believed that yesterday's 


•exchange of letters' between Ben W. 
Hooper, chairman, 
of 
the 
United 


States railroad labor board and B. M. 
Jewell, bead of the railway employes 
department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, probaby opened the 
way to negotiations for 
an 
early 


settlement of the controversy. 


Jewell's statement that the shop 


crafts "are willing to confer with 
anybody authorized by thi railroads 
to bring peace proposals" was ac- 
cepted as a promising Indication of 
a speedy return to normal 
condi- 


tions In the railroad shops. Mr. Jew- 
ell said he neither included nor ex- 
cluded anybody but 
II the 
labor 


board came with a definite proposi- 
tion he would no: hesitate to consid- 
er it. 


HOOPER'S LETTER. 


In excluding the six shop unions 


from further 
consideration by the 


board, Mr. Hooper denied the board 
had "joined in a drive of the finan- 
cial interests against organized la- 
bor." 


"You must know, "Mr, Jewell," the 


chairman wrote, "that you do this 
board a grave injustice and yourself 
Tto credit, when you characterize the 
board as unfriendly to your organiza- 
tions and 
being implicated in a 


•drive' 
of the 
financial interests 


agahist the employes. 


UNIFORM .POLICY. 


"You are too well aware of the 


numerous instances 
in which 
the 


board has upheld all the railway la- 
bor organizations, recognized their 
right to function, 
declaring- their 


Tight of collective bargaining and 
sustaining them in their resistance 
to efforts fnade here and there to de- 
jprlve them of their rights and privi- 
leg'es. In fact, I may say without 
lear of successful contradiction that 
this has been tHe uniform -policy of 


• the labor board. 
, 
NOT ALWAYS AGREE. 


! "But because we have thus recog- 
. nlzed the rights of the employes, It 


does not follow that we can or should 
agree with them in every contention 
or that we" shculd ignore the rights 
and interests of the public. 


DOOR OPEN FOR RETURN. 


"J am yet quite hopeful your or- 


ganizations will recover their equil- 


ibrium and discern that it is vastly 
better for them to go along with the 
railroad labor board, patiently when 
It makes mistakes, but confidently at 
all times that it profoundly desires 
to do justioe'to the men, the carriers 
and the public, without fear, favor 
'or affection." 


GOVERNMENT MATTER. 


The statement was made in the 


face of the repeated contention by 
the railroads 
that 
the 
shopmen's 


strike Is not against the carriers but 


against the government, and there- 
fore a matter to be settled before 
the labor board, the government's 
tribunal. 
' 


/ Explaining his failure to answer 
last Friday's" summons to appear at 
a joint conference before the board, 
Mr. Jewell said the summons came 
too late to possibly avert the walk- 
out set for Saturday and that his 
appearance would only have-caused 
confusion in the ranks of the shop 
crafts who 
had 
their orders to 


strike. 


ABOLISH POLICY. 


Another harbinger of peace In the 


statement by Chairman Hooper was 
that a number of railroads which 
had been farming out shop work to 
contractors are ready to abolish the 
contract system, which proved to be 
the main Issue in 
the shopmen's 


strike, according to returns In the 
strike referendum. 
' 


Although the Vote to strike In pro- 


test against the $50,000,000 wage re- 
duction of July 1, was declared to 
have been over-whelming, Mr. Jewell 
announced that the question of pro- 
testing against the 'contracting of 
labor polled the heaviest strike vote 
of the .three propositions put up to 
the shopmen. ' 


FACE BUSY DAY. 


Fifty additional wage adjustment 


cases, forty-four of which apply to 
clarks and not included in recent 
decisions were set for hearing by 
the labor board today.

W. Helt, president of the railroad 
signalmen, and W. L. McMenlmen, 
labor member .of the board who met 
yesterday, was in' prospect today.

ADVERTISE FOR HELP. 


• Maenwhile the railroads generally 
were advertising for men to take 
the places of the striking shopmen 
and strikers were rep .-ted at many 
points to be drifting back in un- 
certain numbers to their old jobs. 
This lack current continued In the 
face of repeated assertions by shop- 
crafts leaders that the strike was 
virtually 100 per cent effective. 


DISORDERS FEW. 


With the exception- of the Slater 


and Bloomington disorders on the 
Alton, the most serious disturbances 
of the strike occurred In the south. 
At Algiers, across th- Mississippi 
river from New Orleans, clashes oc- 
curred between 
striving 
shopmen ' 


and guards for the Southern Pacific.1

CONTROL TOWN. 


Railroad men control the local 


government and furnish most of the 
subsistence of the town, of which thai 
chief industry is the railroad shops, 
The mayor, a clerk in the shops, says 
he has not heard of any violence. The 
only arrest has been that of a strike' 
breaker who was later released to 
union men and told to leave town, 
after being held In jail four hours.

TYPICAL RAILROAD TOWN. 


Slater is a town of nearly 
4,000 


residents, 700 of whom are employed 
by the railroad. Most of the men 
are Americans by birth, 
many of 


them having 
lived here all their 


lives. 
There Is no so-called radical 


element here, although all are union 
supporters. There are few foreigners 
here. 


Governor Hyde, appealed to yester- 


day by railroad officials for 100 sol-

NEED 200 SOLDIERS, 


Jefferson City, Mo., July 6.—Gover- 


nor A. M. Hyde announced this morn- 
ing he would meet today a represen- 
tative of the attorney general's office 
who spent yesterday in Slater where 
striking- shopmen are in possession of 
the Alton shops. The governor said

When you consider tha great num- 


ber of diseases man can have and 
the countless 
millions of 
germs 


watchfully waiting to spring upon 
unsuspecting victims, you cannot but 
marvel that we are livln(g at all. 


A sudden outbreak of a certain 


disease always attract^ scientific at- 
tention ,as did a small epidemic of 
trichinosis^ a rather rare disease In 
this country, in New Jersey recently. 


Trichinosis is caused by organisms 


n the form of small round worms, 
barely visible to the eye, which oc- 
cur 
In" cysts, 
or 
membraneous 


pouches, In the muscles of Infected 
meat-eating animals, generally the 
hog, the rat and man. They are 
tnown to remain alive, though Inac- 
tive, in the hog for at least 11 years. 
When the raw or Imperfectly cooked 
meat from such an animal Is eaten, 
the worms are liberated during the 


process 'of digestion, grow and mul- 
tiply In the Intestine and the young 
worms or larvae then bore their 
way Into the blood stream and final- 
ly into the muscles of the new host. 
Here they gradually beooma encyst- 
ed and remain until they die or are, 
In turn, liberated a;- before, 


The degree of illness is thought to 


vary with the number of living tri- 
china eaten. 
The number of worm 


larvae in a pound of Infected pork 
has been estimated as high as 600,- 
000. 


Thorough cooking of the Infected 


meat kills the larvae. 
The disease 


is, therefore, confined, in most cases 
to those of nationalities which eat 
pork raw or only slightly cooked. 


The epidemic of this disease re- 


ferred to, numbered 34 cases. Inves- 
tigation proved conclusively that the 
source of the epidemic was an in- 
fected hog which had been slaugh- 
tered recently, a part of the meat 
having been eaten as sausage.

Washington, D. C, _July 6 —It !s 


not two but three strikes with which 
the government Is confronted. The 
coal strike Is really two strikes, for 
the circumstances of the anthracite 
Industry are so different in the bi- 
tuminous industry that the' ques- 
tions Involved are distinct. 


Of these three strikes, the one that 


causes the most apprehension Is the 
railroad , strike. As to 
that, the 


government^has no duty and no con- 
cern except to stand firmly back of 
Its own court, the labor board. 


EXPECT PEACEFUL END. 


It is not anticipated, however, that 


the railroad strike will take such a 
turn as to call for strong action on 
the part of the government, which 
would undoubtedly be taken prompt- 
ly if the conditions demanded it 


The expectation is that the railroad 


strike will not grow more formidable 
and that It will not at any time grow 
greatly embarrassing to the country.
